Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 7-8, 10-13 and 15-24 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The following 
is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The examiner has reviewed the 
prior art in light of applicant's claimed invention and finds that the combined claims 
define over the prior art. The cited prior art does not disclose or suggest a 
semiconductor device inter alia the limitations ".irradiating the surface with the 
elongated beam whereto an irradiation area of the elongated beam has at least a first 
portion and a second portion, said first portion having a lower energy density than the 
second portion; irradiating the surface with a second laser beam concurrently with the 
elongated beam, said second laser beam having a fundamental wave emitted from a 
solid laser, in such a manner that an irradiation area of the second laser beam overlaps 
at least the first portion of the irradiation area of the elongated beam while moving the 
surface relatively to the elongated beam and the second laser beam in a first direction.."
